A. I don't recall that date. 





Os Did you talk to Amin Kakeh in February of 
2004 about UPO finances? 


A. LT did, 





QO. Do you remember when you talked to him? 





A. Precise date, I don't, but it was in 






advance, prior to the site visit of February 18, 







2004. 





Q. The site visit of February 18, 2004, when 











was that planned? 





A. Actually, the site visit I recall was 
talked about at our July of 2003 quarterly meeting. 


We began to discuss the interest that the 





department has to come out, to come and do a 





monitoring exercise based on key staff at UPO not 






being available to participate, it was--the 
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schedule did not hold. 


And I know we tried at least two other 






times prior to Chat, aiter, I mean after that to 








have, to conduct the monitoring exercise, and that 








always, for one reason or the other, it did not 

















happen. 
We pressed specifically that plans bor the 
monitoring exercise of February hold because there 
were two things going on at that time. 
We were up for a council hearing slated 
for June, July of 2004 and my office determined we 
would like to act, to have concluded the monitoring 
exercise of the sub grantee organization before we 
went to that hearing. 
And if we were to conduct the exercise and 
develop a report and give ourselves time to do any 
follow up before we go before the council hearing 


in June or July, it was the latest time we can 








possibly do the monitoring exercise, so we pressed 
for that. 


There would be instances where we would 
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insist we come and do something, perform training, 
a site visit. 

If my office determines that there is a 
strong reason, we will pick. 

But generally speaking, we try to make it 
a collaborative cooperative effort in terms of 
scheduling. 

Oy As of when was the February 18 date 

scheduled? 


A. It would have to be, I believe, the 


quarterly meeting we conducted in December. 


Q. It wasn't--the quarterly meeting wasn't in 
January? 

A. I could check on that. It could be 
January. I am not sure. 

Q. At the quarterly meeting, you made it 
clear that there would be an audit, a monitoring 
exercise that went on, began on February 18? 

A. Correct, we are careful not to call the 
exercise an audit. It is a monitoring exercise, 


correct. 
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Oy What had you planned to do, as of the 







quarterly meeting, during that monitoring exercise? 
A. It was set up as a routine exercise where 


we would go in, have an interview with the 












executive, usually the executive director and 
whatever the executive director includes in that 
entrance interview, mostly, it would include the 
deputy director and perhaps one or two other senior 


management staff. 





We would do the entrance interview and we 
would have developed a list of significant program 


managers that we would like--not only program 





managers, but line staff we would like to interview 


and in advance, documents of interest-—-we would 









make that clear so they can have those documents 
available for us. 
So it was set out to be a routine program 
monitoring exercise. 


Os You had planned to do the monitoring 







exercise with your own DHS staff? 





A. Correct.
